HINTS YOR GARDENING have been issued and 


hand. Blatant mouthingr-and Innocuous 
hullying, in vlew of the actual position 
of foreigners in the interior of China 
and at many of the Treaty Ports, can 
only tend to lead to serlous trouble, and 
if thls mischievous form of provocation 
produces riots and bloodshed, it should be 
borne in’ mind that the {ignorant and 
prejudiced Chinese populace are not solely 
to blame. Let the meaning of the Fong- 
kong Telerraph not be. misunderstood. It 
would be-folly at such a-time as this to 
ignore the danger to missionaries and 
others stationed in many parts of this vast 
country where no adequate protection Is 
readily available, where thousands upon 
thousands of men of nondescript character 
ore being enrolled as soldiers, and 
where official authority is only too often 
a dead letter; and itis absolutely necessary 
to recognise the true position and to do our 
best to safeguard by every possible means 
the lives and properties of those who 
cannot protect themselves. But this end 
cannot be attained by vilifying and grossly 
maligning the Chinese officials in terms 
so offensively vituperative ‘that they 
would be childish—as they are sickening 
and contemptible—were they not, owing 
to their translation and reproduction by 
the Chinese press, such a direct incentiveto 
rioting and outrage. In all outlying districts 
the safest protection for foreigners is: in 
the good feeling of the mandarina, and 
although outrages have been recorded in 
which these. officers have failed In their 
duty and in carrying out the instructions 
of the Peking authorities, the number of 
such cases has not been gréat taking 
everything into account, and on the other 
hand there are innumerable instances in 
which the officials have at the risk of their 
lives manfully and loyally protected 
foreigners against the madness of mob 
hatred. Why.then should a section of 
the foreign press continually fill its 
columns with wholesale abuse of the 
very class whose friendship and good 
opinion we are so desirous. of obtaining ? 
Take as an example of this inane tolly the 
following extract from an editorial in a 
recent issue of the China Gasetle;— 

Two foreigners, a French and an English 
missionary have been already murdered [n the 
most barbarous and cold-blooded manner, and 
In both cases by soldiers acting under the direct 
orders of high Chinese officers, No reparation 
at all adequate to these foul crimes has been 
exacted, nor Is ft likely to be, and the massacre 
of unprotected foreigners will go on unchecked 
unless some drastle steps are taken. Hes

FOREIGNERS IN CHINA. 
‘ ——_+—_—_. 
ARE THEY IN DANGER ? 


Owie to the war with Japan it 1s 
undouhted that the Chinese throughout the 
Celestlat Empire are in a state of great 
excitementwhich might at any moment, and 
especially In Hunan and two or three of the 
northern Provinces, break out Into dan- 
gerous anti-foreign risings. Conaldering 
the traditional inherent prejudices of the 
Chinese agalnst foreigners, engendered 
and firmly rivetted by many centuries of 
superstitious ignorance, this state of 
affairs should cause little surprise, but 
ought to rather be expected asa natural 
consequence, recognised as a probebilty, 
and dealt with accordingly. ° Indulging in 
rabid rant againstthe Chinese officials, 
as some missionary correspondents of 
Shanghai newspapers have ‘lately been 
dolng—and thelr perni example has 
been strohgly accentuated rt de least one 
of our contemporaries inthat Settlemont,— 
can only increase the danger by 
exciting to hatred feelings whioh it Is slike 
our duty and our policy to conclllate by 
unfailing courtesy and a firm; fearless

‘to perform its treaty obligations, 


and we would like tosee Great Britaln, the’ 
United States, Russls, and France agree, with 
the other Powers beforehand that ff - it 
appears at any time that China Is unable or 
unwilling to perform her treaty obligations with 
regard to the protection of foreigners with iu her 
borders, forces should be immediately landed 
in the disturbed ‘regions to asifst the’ 
Central Government In reprensing disorder and 
protecting the Ilves and property of the subjects 
of Treaty. Powers, and they should not be with- 
‘drawn until ample guarantees are piven that the 
Central Government is strong enough to carry 
out Its obligations by {tself, ; sige 

The rampant idiocy of this writer’s 
Jingo bluster is in no way extenuated by 
the fact that his assertions referring to 
murders committed by the "direct orders 
of -high Chinese officers, and to the 
unwillingness of the Chinese Government 
are 
absolutely false and groundless. It fs 
true that a Scottish missionary — lost 
his life the other day at the hands of 
a rabble, soldiery, and such mishaps will 
occasionally occur so long as these 
worthy and well-meaning but misguided 
and foolish proselytisers will venture 
into the deadly perils of semi- 
civilised districts and take the riska they 
know they are facing; but it Is equally 
true that the Chinese Government, and 
especially of late years, has done a ver 
greatdeal torender such outrages well nig’ 
impossible. However, recognising the 
dangers that do exist for forelgners. in 
China during the present war, in relying 
for protection on. ourselves and on 
our men-of-war we should nat omit to 
treat the Chinese officials with respect and. 
courtesy, and we should omit to offensively 
regard the Chinese people as interlopers 
in their own country.

In view of the question raised in the House 
of Commons on the 24rd ulto, in reference 
to belligerent rights of search and Sir E, 
Grey's statement that, ‘as it was imposeble 
to determine. rules beforehand {n régard to 
the sight of belligerents searching or seizing 
Britlah vessels, shippers must act fn time of 
war on thelr own responslbility,” the following 
quotation from Polson'’s Low of Nations on 
the subject will doubtless be read with 
interest at the present critical juncture :—

dectded, that not only has a neutral a right to 
porsue his general commerce with the enemy, 
huteven to act as the carrier of the enemy's goods, 
from the enemy's conatry to his own, without 
being subject to the confiscation of the ship, or 
of any ssuteal goods on board. This ts a right 
which wos formerly disputed, but which Isnow 
ly recognised ; and the neutral owner, 
s'enemy’s goods on board his shiv have 
bean selzed, is considered entitled, provided his 
conduct bas been falr, to his reasonable dem: 
rage, and ble claim for frelght, That a belll- 
-gerent ts entitled to seize an enemy's goods on | 
board a neutral vessel [s an undoubted principle; 
if, however, lt should appear that the enemy’ 
Interest in the goods was only: partlal, or ¢ 
they wera the joint property of an enemy and # 
neutral, the share of the neutral will be saved 
harmlens,and that of the enemy alone confiscated, 
Ithas been, however, frequent in commercial 
treatles, to stipulate that free ships shail make

Attack by the Japanese on Lu Shun-keao (Port

‘Today (August 31st) news was received in 
Shanghai that the frpeoece had attacked Port 
Arthur yesterday morning. The telegram came, 
of course, over the Chinese lines and would not 
have been allowed to pasa ff anything serlous 
had occurred; opinion amongst well informed 
people here is that ft was only a preliminary 
skirmish or a fetnt like that at Wel-hal-wel 
recently, but we know now whore the Japanese 
are and where they have landed—namely, in 
the nefghbourh of the Regent’s Sword. 
Nows of a desperate engagement expected, 

When the Lésnshing was passlng Wel-hal-wel 
on Wednesday evening, August 29th, a smell 
steamer, whore neme could not be made ont, 
was seen going Intothe harbour. She was very 
gaily decked with flags, avd the nolse of gou 
and {rumapete was olainly borne across the 
water to the LisnsAing. The Chinese ficet left 
Weal-hat-wel on Wednesday morning presumably .
